HE POINTED OUT that

Southern California is in the
wake of a serious drought
which began 20 years ago and
has resulted in loss of 50 per
cent of the vegetation in dense
brush fields.

"Still, while we face this
water shortage, we continue to
dump about '280 million gallons
of sewage water a day into the
ocean from the County's White
Point Plant in San Pedro.

"At least 100 million gallons
daily could be reclaimed for
use by the public," Hahn said.

The Supervisor has proposed
construction of reclamation
giants to salvage the water.
Such a plant has already
proved a success in the Whit­
tier Narrows area

Hahn said the necessary
plants would cost approximate­
ly $25 million, and resale of
the water would repay the R*-
tirement Board's Investment.
